SAN CECELIA’S RECORD HACK. 

Perhaps the bast lot of two-year-olds that 
has met so far this season on local tracks 
made np the held in the fifth race at Hawthorne 
yesterday and the winner, San Cecelia, took a 
half second cff the track record for five and a 
haif furlongs. This filly won easi'y in 1 :07i. 

There were seven starters in the race and in 
the opening betting the riDg offered 3 to 1 and 
take your pick between San Cecelia. Thrive, 
Merito and St. Ivor. This was apparently an 
evenly balanced quartette and all were heavily 
backed. Sen Cecelia closed a slight favorite at 
13 to 5. It took Starter Dwyer fourteen ruinates 
to get the held away to only a fair start with 
St. Ivor in front, San Cecelia second and Thrive 
third. St. Ivor remained in front cown the 
beckstietch and for the first three-eighthB, 
which was run in 35i seconds. San Cecelia was 
always second but tn the turn for home she 
shot by St. Ivor like a flash and, yassirgtbe 
paddock, had a safe lead of two lengths. Jen- 
kins was cantious, however, and took no chan- 
ces and at the wire was three lengths in front. 
Thrive finished second and Merito third. St. 
Ivor Bhowed the white feather when the pinch 
came and was fourth. This race stamps San 
Cecelia as one of the best two-year olds in the 
west, and a meeting between her. Lady Elite, 
Tildee and Unsightly would be a great drawing 
card. 

A very close finish came out of the last race, 
which was at a mile ana a sixteenth. It was 
between Jolly Roger and Tulane and some of 
the spectators did cot relish Judge Rees’ deci- 
sion in placing Jolly Roger first These who 
were in the lower end of the stand thought 
Tulane had won, bnt those who were near the 
wire knew to the contrary. Jolly Roger came 
through on the inside with a tremendous rush 
and under Knapp's powerful finish managed to 
get up in the last stride and win by a hand’s 
width. Spectators that are in no position 
whatever to tell anything about a finish as close 
as this one was, use very poor judgment in 
criticising the judges’ placing of the horses. 

As a matter of fact Tulane was the better 
horse of the two and had Overton pulled to the 
inside in the Btretch he would have shot Jolly 
Roger off and won. Overton, though, was a 
trifle overconfident and 1st Knapp steal up and 
outfinish him. 

Rough riding seems to be the motto of some 
of the boys and if this is not stopped at once a 
serious, if not fatal accident will probably be 
the remit. 

In the second event Beauchamp went to a 
rough angle on Dr. Tarr and it was the cause 
of Tom Barrett’s colt, Tommy O'Brien, being 
beaten. On the far turn Tommy O’Brien was 
in a good position and seemed to be running 
well in band when suddenly Beauchamp with 
Dr. Tarr jammed him into the fence and Mitch- 
ell, who is by the way, a new arrival, was 
obliged to puli up to keep from being thrown. 
This naturally threw the colt out of his stride 
but be came on again gamely and finished a 
bang up fifth. Satan, in the Bame race and 
ridden by Jenkins, was bumped and jostled and 
carried all over the course. He was last but 
one in a fifteen horse field when he bit the head 
of the stretch, but from there to the wire he 
ran over horses and finished a good third. Ow- 
ing to so much interfering and bamping the 
race terminated in a false result, although tte 
bettidg favorite, Mont Esgle was the winner. 

Mizpah ran like a wild horse in the third 
event and beat Bach fast ones as Fervor, Sim 
W., Maggie Davis and Horace es be pleased. 
He went to the front in the stretch and all 
throngh the final furlong Nutt was pnlling him 
op and at the finish he was only cantering, four 



lengths in front of the second horse, Maggie 
Davis. 

There were seventeen maidens in the first 
race and Louis Ezeil cut loose a “good thing’, 
in Nellie Searcy. This filly was backed from 20 
to 1 down to 8 to 1 and less and won in a drive 
by a half length from Brown Dick. 

Marcato, the favorite in the fourth event, 
bolted on the stretch torn bnt nevertheless was 
good enough to win even with this handicap. 
He beat Celtic Bard by a scant half leDgtb in a 
driving finish. The latter horse should have 
won but be was carried out on the first turn by 
Kenmore Queen, was obliged to take the long- 
est route and sulked down the backstretch. 
When he got straightened away for home he 
ran like a scared deer and had the race been 
twenty yards longer he wonld have been re- 
turned the winner. 

Frank Frisbie, with Double Dummy, Bishop 
Reed and others, arrived at the track yester- 
day. Fiisbie has that good light-weight jockey 
Mitchell with him.

GOSSIP OP THU TURF. 

A epecial from Chillicothe, Ohio, to yester- 
day’s Cincinnati Enquirer says; 

“Charles Brossrcan, who has been managing 
Imp for the past two seasons, returned home 
yesterday from the scene of her phenomenal 
triumphs in the east for a week’s rest. The 
mare remains in the east, and is entered in sev- 
eral big stakes in the fall meeting at Sheeps- 
heed Bay, which opens on August 26. Mr. 
Brossmau says that Imp is in the very pink of 
condition, and that she will give a good account 
of herself in the races in which she is yet to 
start this season. 

“In regard to his encounter with John Boden, 
the turf writer of the New York Press, Mr. 
BroBsman says that the newspaper accounts of 
the affair were greatly exaggerated, and so far 
from being badly beaten up by Boden he was 
not even struck. He ceitainly shows no marks 
of the encounter. He claims that Boden had 
been abusing him and the mare outrageously in 
his paper, and that when he chanced to meet 
him on the grounds he asked for an explana- 
tion. Boden replied that he wonld say what he 
pleased, and grew so insulting that Brossman 
grew angry and finally knocked him down. 
Bystanders separated them before any farther 
damage was done. 

“Brossman says there is nothing in the re- 
port that the stewards were going to in- 
vestigate his handling of the mare, but that 
they are perfectly satisfied with it. He says 
moreover, that jockey Clay was offered 
$5C0 to pull Imp in the Islip Stake. Clay 
reported the matter to him, and he at once 
reported the matter to the stewards, with 
the resnlt that the person who offered the 
bribe was ruled off last Saturday. Brossman 
declares that the criticisms which have ap- 
peared in the eastern papers were the result of 
jealousy of the peerless little Ohio mare which 
has carried everything before her this season. 

The Futurity candidates are being closely 
watched in their work.

AN EASTERN OPINION. 

8. B. Weems of the New York Morning Tele- 
graph took in western racing last winter, spring 
and up to midsummer. In the course of that time 
he witnessed racing at New Orleans, Memphis, 
Louisville, Latonia and Chicago. In a recent 
article he gives his impressions as to the status 
of the sport in the west in the following terms: 

“Racing in the west is looking up and is 
bound to continue to improve just as it has im- 
proved in the east until tbey get back to the old 
basis of a dozen years ago out there, when they 
had thirty or forty books on at Latonia and the 
betting at that track was of as big volume as at 
any other point in the country. But the devel- 
opment of the sport in the west must in the na- 
ture of things be much slower than here. And 
it will necessarily have to be on different lines. 
In the east the sport is confined to a limited 
area — New York state — so that all the authori- 
ties had to do at the outset was to secure legis- 
lation in one commonwealth endowing them 
with powers to mansge the sport. 

“Out west some different mode of procedure 
will have to be adopted if aoy single body of 
men are to have control of the allotment of 
dates, turf discipline, etc., because legislation 
would be needed in each of five or six different 
states. On the face of things it is evident that 
the western people will have to get together on 
some other basis than that of ironclad legisla- 
tion. They will have to meet on a give and 
take plan, as a business proposition, much as 
the Jockey Club is now doing, in contradistinc- 
tion to the autocratic methods of the old board 
of control. That the west will ultimately do 
this there is every reason to believe, and in the 
meantime out west is not a bad place to race 
for the owners of moderate class animals that 
have no possible chance to earn feed bills here. 

“The disposition is manifest in the big cities 
of the west to patronize high-class racing, and 
that is the best guarantee in the world that 
sooner or later the west will again have its im- 
portant and attractive turf fixtures, its good 
horses and its good racing. Memphis is already 
solving the problem in a way that is setting the 
other cities of the west to thinking. At Mem- 
phis the society people have taken hold of rac- 
ing. They have a neat, comfortable little club 
house at the track, and a Country Club as a sort 
of adjunct to the Jockey Club. The society 
people can go to the races and enjoy the com- 
forts and conveniences of the club house, or 
tbey can be more democratic and patronize the 
grandstand, as many of them do. 

“The Country Club has a very large member-, 
ship and is more than self-sustaining. Its ad- 
vantage to the Jockey Clnb is that it helps to 
draw the society element. Not much effort 
is needed in that direction at Memphis, how- 
ever, for the Jockey Club there is one of the 
institutions of the town. The first thiDg you 
learn when you get to the Bluff City is that 
'Memphis is the greatest inland cotton market 
in the world, and that it has the best raciDg in 
America.' I don’t know much about the cotton 
end of the proposition, but so far as the racing 
goes I reckon the Memphians are about right. 

“What has been done at Memphis in this 
respect might be accomplished at New Orleans, 
St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati and Chicago. 

I Eventually it will be accomplished, warring fac- 
: tions to the contrary notwithstanding. 

| “As it is, racing out west is not so bad. Of 
course they have not got the high-ciaes horses 
nor the uniform big crowds and bri.-k batting 
that prevails here. But tbey have a fairly good 
sprinkling of class in their few remaining clas- 
sic events, such as the Oaks and Derbys, etc., 

I and since the discarding of syndicate book- 
| making this year the game is, on the whole, as 



good as could be expected under the circum- 
stances. Of course the purses are small, which 
is to be regretted, for liberal purses are essen- 
tial to good, clean racing. 

“But at that, any owner of a few horses that 
show form here, but are not quite good enough 
to win expenses, would have a chance out there, 
especially if he were fixed financially so that he 
could bide hie time and do a little betting on 
his own horses. There is considerable rot in 
all that one hears about in and out running in 
the west. It is my observation that horses run 
just about as true to form there as they do any- 
where else. 

“As to bettiDg, western racing ought to be a 
paradise for the intelligent piker. The odds 
there are far more liberal on favorites than 
here, because the play is in small amounts and 
is much more diversified than here. At the big 
metropolitan tracks the bulk of the money 
generally goes on not more than two horses in a 
race. Out west there is very little big betting 
—plunging— and the money is fairly well divided 
up on nearly all the starters. It is very rare 
that a horse out west goes to the post at shorter 
odds than 7 to 10. Under conditions here, 
where the favorite would be at 1 to 2 or 1 to 3, 
the small bettor can ofttimes get as much as 7 
to 5 or 2 to 1 against his money. 

“That makes the game a profitable one to the 
small player if he is diligent and intelligent in 
bis betting methods. It is also to the advan- 
tage of the small owner who may want to bet 
not more than a hundred dollars or two, as he 
will get a price against his money, whereas 
here all the price would be gobbled up by the 
plungers, the cormorants of the ring. There- 
fore it can be seen that western sport has its 
desirable as well as its undesirable features. 
With the opening of fall stakes at Latonia it 
looks as though the meeting there may be a 
successful one, and with such favorable condi- 
tions Latonia ought to afford a good stopping 
place to stables en ioute from this section to 
New Orleans for the season of winter racing.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The veteran jockey, Charlie Thorpe, whose 
contract with Burns & Waterhouse expires De- 
cember 1, is talking about going to England to 
ride, and it is reported that that other veteran 
.of the east, Fred Taral, will accompany him. 
Thorpe’s reason is because of his wife’s health, 
which is very poor, and which he thinks may be 
improved by the trip. If these two go they will 
help to complete the English idea of what con- 
stitutes the American jockey. They have had the 
“young-old” Mr. Sloan, the midget Johnnie Reiff , 
and if they get the two best of the old school, 
Thorpe and Taral, they will have seen every 
type of the successful American jockey. Both 
Thorpe and Taral are men of strength and 
brains, admirable judges of pace, quick and 
alert at the starting post, and ferocious in 
finishes. Both are riders of integrity who 
have maintained their good standing for years. 

As far as a means of livelihood are concerned, 
there is no reason why either should continue 
riding. Both are very well-to-do, Thorpe being 
worth something like $200,000. He seems to be 
in love with riding, however, aB here all summer 
he used t j work like a day laborer to keep down 
to weight. Every morning clad in four or five 
sweaters, he would walk eight or ten miles, 
then play ball and ride a bicycle the balance of 
the morning. Even with all these efforts, sup- 
: plemented by vigorous dieting, he found it hard 
to keep to weight, and it seemed that with his 
wealth he wonld be ready to retire. His salary 
. from Burns & Waterhouse, however, was a very 
large one, reported to be $20,000 a year, with the 
privilege of accepting outside mounts.— Sport- 
{ ing News,
